war.It is understood that President Wil- 
son will occupy a private mansion in 
the residential section of the capital. 
No plans for his entertainment had 
been announced except that he will be 
given a reception on his arrival by the 
municipal council.

The arrival of the president is ex 
pected to be coincident with the re.

On account of the blockade the northern 
neutral with a population of 41,000,000 
have been on low rations, and we must 
send them foods enough to prevent" the 
spread of anarchy and a breakdown of 
their governments. 
"We must continue to send the 17,- 


000.000 tons of fodd1 to our big allies 
with a population of 126,000,000; which 
the United States has promised to send. 
In northern Russia there are 40,000,000 
.starving people. The only people in 
lHai'ope—-who-wlH *flot have to -tJepeiitl" 
upon imports to take them through'the 
winter are Hungary and southern 
Russia. 


"Tliere are enough food supplies in 
the world, except the group of fats, in- 
cluding pork, oils, and the dairy pro- 
ducts, to prevent starvation of the peo- 
ple of Europe.

Food Abroad 


Meeting, Is Attended 
Representatives From 


Sixteen Townships 


{ That the production of food must go 
on; that the same standard of produc- 
tion for the acreage must continue as 
during the war, are the important 
things the farmer must know now and 
bis co-operation is being sought. The 
government desires to acquaint the 
farmer with the fact that it is still up to 
America to send tons of food to the for- 
eign countries, and this can only be done 
through the aid of the farmer. 
To enlarge the scope of this co-oper- 


ation the farm bureau of the Chambre 
cf Commerce will launch a membership 
campaign on Monday, the preliminary 
plans for which were made a big meet- 
ing held Thursday evening at the 
bureau. 


Sixteen townships were represented, 
and several addresses pertinent to the 
campaign, method of proceeding, and 
the general work were made. Licking 
county's quota in the campaign is 1000, 
which means doubling the present mem- 
bership of 500. 


At last night's meeting, Clark S. 
Wheeler, extension director of Ohio 
State university, was the principal 
speaker, and he was followed by J S. 
Herzog, T. f. Appleyard. jr., and L. L. 
AIowl, secretary of-the-far mbureau 
. According to the plans outlined teams 
win start out Monday to solicit member- 
ships and every farmer in. the county 
will be visited. 
Each township is or 


ganized under a captain and district 
workers, and the work will be conduct 
ed through school districts. 
Buttons and tags designating member- 


ship will be distributed, the latter to 
be placed on the fences or gates of the 
farm, telling of-the membership. The 
work will finish Saturday. November 
99. at 1 o'clock, when a big meeting 
will be held at Taylor hall to take cog- 
nizance of the remits. This meeting 
will be addressed by Judge Wanamaker, 
of the Ohio supreme court. His will be 
the principal address, but a short pro- 
gram will also be given

Many people, not without reason, are 


much worried over the labor situation. 
They fear the spread in this' country 
of the Bolshevik 
notions that 
have 


ruined Russia. In the readjustment of 
wages that must come, they look for 
strikes with violence, class warfare, 
and perhaps bloodshed. 
-Class "warfare 
results 
from 
two 


* causes, qpiorance in a large mass of 
people, , and 
selfishness in the rich 


When you get thesfe two forces operat- 
ing togrether, you create an explosive 
capable of more destruction than any. 


Russia blew up because it had a great 


mass of dense ignorance. We have 
some such elements in this country, 
principally 
unassimilated aliens. To 


remove ignorance, our people must be 
•willing to spend money very freely for 
schools, and must insist that children 
go to school until they really 
kno-.v 


something. Education is a qrreat safe 
guard against industrial disorder, since 
it gives people a chance to become ef- 
ficient producers. Thi:s it amply pars 
for its cost in the security it gh es to 
the country and social structure 


The other peril, avaricious and ui> 


scrupulous wealth, is not usually reach- 
ed by school education. 
"VVe must ap- 


peal direct to the people'of wealth to 
take a generous and sympathetic view 
of life. A great many of them do so 
already. Others are still indifferent to 
everything but their own luxury. They 
buy labor as a mere commodity, 
re- 


gardless of the welfare of human 
beings.

DOES THE MELTING POT 


MELT? 


After the war we must 
find some 


better means for Americanizing aliens.

job. Then if the soldier would fit him- 
self for work calling for a higher skill, 
the community will gain by his added 
ability as a producer. Or if the sold- 
ier wants his job back just as he had 
it. let the girl fit herself for some 
work demanding more technical ability 
and thereby gain the advance. 


There is always a chance for skilled 


workers. If women crowd into clearical 
work and other employments of a 
routine nature, let the men who for- 
merly did that kind of work fit them 
selves for something better. In that 
way the influx of working women into 
the industrial fabric can be handled 
without creating unemployment 


lowing all the other German list of 
crimes.

"Don't put all your eggs in one 


market basket," is a time worn 
adage, but its wisdom is being 
demonstrated today by the farmers 
of Western Canada who are going in 
for diversified farming. 


The first settlers on these fertile 
prairies were cattle ranchers. They 
saw unbounded possibilities in these 
limitless grazing grounds and soon 
cowboys 
guarded 
mighty 
herds 


where formerly roamed wild buf- 
faloes. After the cattle barons came 
the wheat kings. Their dream was 
to make of the prairie provinces a 
vast wheat field. The consummation 
of their dreams has been sung in 
song and told in story. 


History repeats itself aiufthe lean 
years come with the fat years. 
Drought and frost are ungovernable 
forces. To stake one's all on a single 
ciop that may be ruined by un-, 


propitious weather Is a gamble that 
the wise farmer will not take. In- 
stead he follows the old wives' ad- 
vice and puts his market eggs in 
several baskets. He sows his broad 
acres with wheat, and rye and oats 
and alfalfa and other grains. He 
raises beef cattle, dairy cattle, pigs, 
sheep and horses. He is even going 
in for market gardening on a 
gigantic scale. 


His dairy cattle insure a weekly 


pay check from the co-operative 
creameries that are the go-betweens 
of suburban supply and urban want. 
His pigs give him a semi-annual re- 
turn; the young pigs may be market- 
ed^ at six weeks or held for six 
months, as best suits the farmer's 
purse and pleasure. The sheep give 
him an annual income from the wool 
clip and another from the sale of 
lambs. Beef cattle and horses are 


a slower source of income, but yield 
larger returns when marketed. 


Experience is proving that almost 
every vegetable, grain and fruit cau 
be raised successfully in Alberta. A 
profitable experiment in raising to- 
matoes on a large scale has just 
been carried through near Lethbridse. 
Alberta. Two acres of old pasture 
which had been sown to alfalfa was 
used. It is protected by a wind 
break of trees on the western side, 
is of rich loam, has a southern slope 
and is, 6f course, irrigated. The 
plants were raised under glass and 
set out first week in June. The first 
ripe fruit was gathered about the 
middle of July. During August the 
daily yield was from five to six hun- 
dred pounds and a conservative esti- 
mate places the total yield at about 
35,000 pounds. The crop found a 
ready market in Leth bridge.

RAILROADS TO GIVE 


JOBS TO OLD MEN 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 
New York, Nov. 22.—A majority of 


the nation's railroads plan to restore to 
employes who entered military and 
naval service the seniority rights which 
they sacrificed when they left the roads 
employment, according to an order by 
thfe United States railroad administra- 
tion, made public here today. In so far 
as is practicable, preference in re-em- 
ployment and reinstatement would be 
jiven to soldiers and sailors as quickly 
as they were mustered out of federal 
service, the order said. 
Issued over the signature of W. G. 


McAdoo, director general of railroads, 
the order says that the following general 
principles will govern: 


"A—In the case an employe having 
established seniority rights so far as 
practicable and where the jemploye is 
physically qualified, he will 1t>e restored 
to such seniority rights. 


"B—In the case of employes who do 


not have seniority rights under exist 
ing practices, a consistent effort will be 
made to provide, employment for them 
when mustered out of military service."
